Two of Grayling’s Oldest 
Buildings Struck by Fire 


By Jon Thompson 

Two of Grayling’s oldest buildings were 
struck by fire last week. The old Avalanche 
building at 224 Michigan Ave. was gutted 
Tuesday from a fire a State Police Fire 
Marshall has determined as arson. Wecnes- 
day, the Gray Lee Judo Club, at 606 Ionia, 
(originally built as the Scandinavian Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church) was struck by 
lightning and fire destroyed the 91-year-old 
structure. 

The old Avalanche building, housing the 
county’s newspaper from about 1903 to 1979, 
was reported on fire at 6:15 p.m. The Gray- 


ling and Reaver Creek fire depart wnents 


kept the blaze confined to the single building 
with one adjacent building suffering 
damaged paint from the heat. Grayling City 
Police, investigating the blaze with the state 
police, are requesting any persons with in- 
formation about the fire to call the city 
police office. All information will be held in 
confidence. 

The Judo club building was reported on 
fire about 3 p.m. after a bolt of lightning 
struck the steeple. Fire departments from 
Grayling, Beaver Creek, Camp Grayling, 


Frederic, Waters, and the DNR battled the 
blaze. Lightning also knocked out a city 
water pumping station about three blocks 
away and low water pressure at the fire 
scene briefly hampered firefighters. Water 
lines were dropped into the AuSable River 
nearby, but full water pressure was 
restored at the scene before the fire was 
controlled. 

Three Grayling firefighters were injured 
in the fire. Jed Blaauw was pinned beneath 
approximately 500 pounds of wood when the 
steeple collapsed as he was in the building. 
Blaauw was freed by several firefighters, 
one Sing a chainsaw io help cut through the 
wreckage. Blaauw was taken to Mercy 
Hospital along with two other firefighters 
receiving minor injuries, treated and 
released. 

The building was erected in the spring of 
1893 and dedicated as the Scandinavian 
Evangelical Lutheran Church. The church 
was re-named the Danish Lutheran Church 
and later called the Grayling Evangelical 
Lutheran Church and in 1963 it became the 
St. John Evangelical Lutheran Church. It 
was last used as a church in 1965.

Aging Commission 
Mirector Fired

Lora Gould was terminated as Com- 
mission on Aging director Tuesday by the 
county board of commissioners at their 
regular meeting, . 

The dismissal came after a major 
reformation of the Commission on Aging — 
changing from a 12-member board to a 
board made of three county commissioners, 
Mary Harland, John Miller, and Larry Mat- 
tis. 

Harland will serve as interim project 
manager while the new position of project 
manager is advertised. Other Commission 
on Aging employees were not dismissed and 
the board has contracted for a comprehen- 
sive audit. The board is also advertising for 
four citizens to help advise the new board. 

The vote to fire the director was 6-1 with 
Welser the lone no voter. Andie Neilson 
made the motion and it was supported by 
Miller., 

The action followed a two-hour discussion 
at a county board meeting Thursday atten- 
ded by the aging board, its director Lora 
Gould, three HUD officials, three NEMSCA 


att ts 


OFHicia Grayling Housing Commission 
President Dorathy Latuszek, the county’s 
agsistant prosecutor David Sabin, and about 
75 citizens. 

At the meeting, Ed McGoin, of HUD, said 
“Jf there are expenditures that were clearly 
ineligible and used for purposes for which 
the housing commission shouldn’t have been 
permitted to utilize those funds, then we 
have to go to the Grayling Housing Com- 
mission and give them what we call a 
demand letter.” 

He said if it is determined by HUD that 
there are justifiable legal debts, efforts will 
be made to collect and it may involve liti- 
gation. The U.S. Attorney will make that 
decision, he said. 

McGoin said HUD will hold no one accoun- 
table except the Grayling Housing Com- 
mission,and HUD will give advice and assist 
them in making a legitimate collection ef- 
fort if that is what is needed. 

Grayling Housing Commission President 
Dorothy Latuszek said if that determination 
is made, then the GHC will have to take the 
appropriate steps. 

Thomas Jones, of HUD, said a compre- 
hensive audit is needed to sort out funds 
from the GHC, Commission on Aging, 
NEMSCA, and other programs. Lerg said a 
comprehensive budget would be the clearest 
way to resolve questions. 

John Alef, chairman of the Commission on 
Aging since it was formed in 1968, and 
aging commission board member Harrison 
Goodhue both read at the meeting a 15- 
minute prepared statement compiled by 
Alef. 

Included in the presentation were state- 
ments that the GHC directed Gould to apply 
for programs and grants that would benefit 
all seniors at the center and rent for the pro- 
grams was approved as in-kind services un- 
til December of 1982. 


Alef’s statement also said the commission 
on aging attempted for one year to negotiate 
a lease but HUD found no proposals accep- 
table. Furthermore, Gould became director 
of both the GHC and the commission on 
aging in 1970 with the approval of both 
boards and the government. 

In conclusion, Alef’s statement said the 
so-called charges against Lora Gould were 
returned by the Attorney General’s office 
saying there is no evidence of violations of 
any Michigan law. Additionally, since no 
statement of charges have heen made, Lora 
Gould’s civil rights have been violated by 
allegations and inuendos released to the 
public. 

Latuszek said she has spoken with the 
former director about various things and 
did not get satisfactory answers. She said 
she has sought information from past GHC 
members and past minutes and from HUD. 

“I’m willing and open for answers too,” 
she said and asked the commission on aging 
board if they could answer some questions. 

‘We have found checks that paid for gaso- 
line much more than we would ever use. We 
have found $748 in repair costs for a car we 
did not own. We have found repairs for a 
1974 van we do not own. We have found 
mileage payments for the director for cars 
owned by HUD. 

“T’'ye been on the board two and a half 
years and I’ve never seen a_ travel 
voucher,” Latuszek said. 

“Has the commission on aging ever re- 


_ imbursed the GHS for mileage to meetings 


related to the commission on aging? Does 
the commission own a 1973 station wagon or 
a 1974 Ford van? Can your commission 
itemize donations given for gasoline for 
various trips? Has the commission ever re- 
imbursed the GHC for office supplies?”’ 

Latuszek also said Jater at the meeting 
that the GHC has authorized salary in- 
creases for the last two years yet the GHC 
secretary has not received a raise. Latuszek 
said the GHC does not know where the 
money was spent, 

Kathy Miles, from HUD, raised questions 
in several areas. 1) She said the utility cost 
at the Grayling Housing project was more 
than half of the rent paid, making the per 
unit cost at project one of the highest in 
Michigan. 2) HUD was billed for repairs and 
insurance on cars it no longer owned. 3) 
HUD was billed for diesel fuel when it owned 
no diesel equipment. 4) HUD was charged 
for 18,000 gallons of gas during six and a half 
years when the two HUD automobiles show- 
ed a combined mileage of 90,000 miles. 5) - 
The director was paid $50 per diem for trips 
when the approved amount was $35 a day. 6) 
Numerous checks were issued and signed by 
one person for food and lodging expenses. 

“The only comment any of us on the 
Commission on Aging can have,” said Harr- 
ison Goodhue at the meeting, ‘‘is that if we 
are permitted to make an audit, we'll be 
delighted to make an audit and let the chips 
fall where they may.”

Corner... 


We were touched with a bit of nostalgia twice 
last week...the first came Tuesday evening when we 
arrived home from taking Dane and Amber to 
Traverse City to catch their flight for home when we 
came down Norway Street and turned on Michigan 
Avenue and seen all the fire trucks and police cars in 


the next block and realized that it was the old 


Avalanche building that was burning...the smoke 
was so dense it looked as if there were other build- 
ings involved also... 

Our first thought was when we first walked into 
the building...it was in March of 1946 when we start- 
ed working for Robert and Eva Strong following our 
stint in the Army during World War II... 

The building holds a lot of newspaper memories 
as it dates back to around 1903 when Dr. Oscar 
Palmer was publisher, and he was followed by Oscar 
Schumann and Robert Strong, until the present 
owners purchaséd the business in 1967...the 
Avalanche was published in the building until 
November of 1979 when the present building was 
purchased and the Avalanche moved down the 
street... 

It was during our tenure with the Strongs that 
the cement block portion in the rear was built and a 


four-page press was bought to replace a two-page. 


press that had served since the days of Palmer...it 
was after the present owners purchased the paper 
and switched to the offset process of printing that 
the letter presses became obsolete...not needing the 
room for the presses and typesetting machines 
prompted the purchase of our smaller quarters... 

It took a human torch to kill off the remaining 
gremlins that are so prevalent in the newspaper 
trade... 

Our second touch of nostalgia came the very 
next day when a lightning bolt struck the steeple of 
the old Danish Church on [onia street which became 
like a torch in a second... 

We talked to Ingeborg Raae Saturday evening 
and she gave us a little bit of background on the 
church... 

The church was built in the spring of 1893 and 
dedicated on July 2nd, 1893 and was first named the 
Scandinavian Evangelical Lutheran Church...Mrs. 
Raae mentioned that at one time there seemed to be 
more Danes living here so the church became the 
Danish Lutheran Church, and was followed later 
when one of its ministers decided that the name may 
cause people to think one had to be a Dane to 
belong, so the church became the Grayling Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church... 

It was in February 1963 that the present name 
of St. John Evangelical Lutheran Church was of- 
ficially adopted...the old church was used until 
December 1965 when St. John moved to the 
remodeled Danebod Hall on Michigan Avenue. In 
recent years the congregation purchased the former 
Mt. Hope Evangelical Lutheran Church at 710 
Spruce Street and moved there... 

Our touch of nostalgia dates back to when we 
were a young fella living in Gaylord and would ac- 
company our mother on the train to Grayling to at- 
tend special services of the church...we would stay 
overnight with my aunt Marie Hanson and return to 
Gaylord the next day on the train... 

There wasn’t a Lutheran Churchin Gaylord, and 
Mrs. Raae mentioned that all of the ministers were 
Danes and their sermons were in Danish, which at- 
tracted my mother as she spoke more fluent Danish 
than English, she was 17 years old before she came 
to the United States from Denmark...in fact as we 
were growing up, we remember when things were 
not for our ears, my folks spoke in Danish...my 
mother forced herself to learn to write English so 
she could write to my brother Norm and I when we 
were in service... 

The Danish Church fire brought back memories 
of my mother, and the thought of the struggles she 
must have had as all of her relatives lived in Iowa... 
but her family was here in Michigan... 

Enough for nostaigia...we will bid T.J., Stefany 
and Amber goodnight, and to all of our readers... 
have a nice weekend, summer arrives June 21st...

The Kirtland’s War- 
bler is the sole species 
of bird which nests in 
Michigan and nowhere 
else in the world, says 
Harrison B. Tordoff 
(PHD), University of 
Michigan associate 
professor of zoology 
and curator of birds. 

The bird winters in 
the Bahamas and 
covers the distance 
between there and its 
breeding grounds in 
Michigan so rapidly 
that itis seldom seen in 
migration. 

Its breeding range in 
Michigan is an area 
about 100 miles long 


and 60 miles’ wide 
located in the north 
central part of the 


Lower Peninsula. The 
towns of Grayling, Mio 
and Atlanta are in this 
area, Tordoff says. 
During nesting 
season the Kirtlands 
Warbler's habitat is 
restricted to groves of 
young jack pines which 
must be between five 
and 15 feet. The nest is 
placed on the ground 
under the jack pines 
which grow in areas 
cleared by forest fires. 
With the increasing 
control of forest fires 
however, the available 
habitat has decreased 
so that the birds are 
much less numerous 
now than 50 years ago. 
“The future of this 
bird is not bright,” 
says Tordoff. ‘‘In the 
summer of 1961 all 


singing males were 
counted. The count 
showed there were 


fewer than 500 pairs, a 
very small population

MARKS OF A 
HYPOCRITE 


a? . be ee 2 
Matthew 23:29-35 


In Matthew 23:29-39 Jesus 
reminds the hypocrites of 
their hatred and viglence 
toward the true servants of 
God. This week we shall look 
at their attitude toward the 
martyrs who died defending 
the faith. 

First, they are the first to 
praise the spiritual giants of 
the past who really believed 
God and stood for the truth. 
“Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! 
because ye build the tombs 
of the prophets, and garnish 
the sepulchres of the right- 
eous.”’ Matthew 23:29. After 
a few years, religious hypo- 
crites turn their dead 
enemies into heroes. Charles 
H. Spurgeon knew this truth 
a century ago in England 
when he fought viciously 
against liberalism and 
modernism. He said he was 
willing to be eaten by dogs 
for the next 50 years, 
because he knew he was 
doing right and _ history 
would vindicate him. Today, 
around the world, Spurgeon 
is known in most religious 
circles as the ‘‘prince of 
preachers’’. 

Second, they deny that 
they would have killed God’s 
servants, had they lived at 
that earlier time in history. 
“And say, if we had been in 
the days of our fathers, we 
would not have been par- 
takers with them in the blood 
of the prophets.’”’ They would 
admit their spiritual rela- 
tionship with the spiritual 
hypocrites of the past. Jesus 
reminded them of this. 
“Wherefore ye be witnesses 
unto yourselves, that ye are 
the ehiloren e ss which

thew 23:31. Every genera- 
tion claims to be more 
civilized than their fore- 
fathers. 

Third, they are just as bad 
or worse then the liberal, 
humanist, hypocrites of the 
past.

worshipping Jesus Christ & 


while they deny His virgin 
birth and deity, make Him a 
liar by rejecting His Bible as 
final authority, and discredit 
His blood atonement as 
man’s only hope for eternal 
salvation. (adv.)

LANGUAGE ARTS 


A new 6-8 ianguage arts curriculum 
was implemented fail 1983. The program 
will involve instruction in reading, writing, 
spelling, grammar, literature, speech and 
journalism for all middle school students.

NOTICE OF HEARING 


On February 10, 1984, Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company (MichCon) filed its application for rate relief 
(Michigan Public Service Commission, MPSC Case 
No. U-7895). Subsequently, the parties to that case 
agreed that MichCon shall be permitted to file supple- 
mental testimony regarding a senior citizen rate reduc- 
tion and increased reconnect and meter charges which 
are described in greater detail below. The parties also 
agreed that hearings on that supplemental testimony 
will be held in conjunction with the hearings already 
scheduled for Case No. U-7895. 

‘On April 12, 1984, a collection of statutes (1984 PA 


ne 26, 34, 35, 36, 37, 49), known as the Energy Assurance 


Plan (EAP), was signed by the Governor. The EAP 
was designed to meet the energy needs of low-income 
customers while attempting to moderate utility com- 
pany bad debt through better targeting of available 
low-income assistance funding and enhanced deposit 
and reconnect requirements. 

On November 9, 1983, the Commission had issued 
its order adopting rules in Case No. U-4240. That order 
conditionally approved certain amendments and addi- 
tions to the Consumer Standards and Billing Practices 
Electrical and Gas Residential Service (Billing Practice 
Rules) which had been developed in conjunction with 
then pending legislation on EAP. 

The EAP includes identification of the needs and 
problems faced by low-income utility customers age 65 
years or older, because of increasing energy costs, and 
objectives for reducing the cost of energy to low-income 
senior citizens, In order to meet the objective of reducing 
the cost of energy to senior citizens, the EAP recom- 
mends exemptions from late payment charges, winter 
shut-off protection and increased weatherization ser- 
vices to low-income seniors. The EAP also includes a 
proposal that low-income senior citizens receive a 5% 
discount for the first 150 Mcf of gas usage. 

To implement the EAP recommendation, which 
provides for a 5% rate reduction to low-income senior 
citizens, MichCon requests approval of a revised 
Senior Citizen Rate classification based on the following 
criteria: 

(a) Customer Qualifications —Space heating cus- 

tomers of record, ages 65 years or older, having 
a permanent residence, and whose household 
income does not exceed 125% of the poverty 
level, as published by the United States Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Services, shall qualify. 

(bh) Transition From Existing Rate 3--If the 

revised rate proposed herein is approved, appli- 
cations for MichCon’s existing Tariff Rate 
Schedule No. 3, an age based senior citizen rate 
will no longer be accepted. Existing Rate 3 cus- 
tomers who qualify for the new senior citizens 
rate will upon Application be converted to it. 
The customers not qualifying for the revised 
Senior Citizen Rate will continue to receive the 
service and benefits provided under existing 
Rate 3. For those remaining non-qualifying senior 
customers, service under existing Rate 3 will no 
longer be available when: (i) there is a change 
in the customer of record, except where the cus- 
tomer’s spouse age 65 or older requests service 
in his or her name in which case existing Rate 3 
shali continue to apply, or (ii) the customer of 
record relocates. 

(c) Revised Low-Income Senior Citizen Rate — 

MichCon proposes to incorporate a new Tariff 
Rate Schedule No. 3A to provide a $12.25 per 
month credit to qualifying customers during the 
billing months of December through March, The 
proposed Tariff Rate Schedule No. 3A also 
reflects Jate payment charge exemption and win- 
ter shut-off protection for qualifying low-income 
senior citizen spaceheating customers. The 
proposed customer service charge for Rate 3A 
is $15.23 and proposed distribution charge is 
$.08667 per hundred cubic feet of usage. 

In order to recover the estimated revenue loss 
resulting from the low-income senior citizen reduc- 


.: tion, MichCon proposes to increase the residential 


custamer charges under Tariff Rate Schedules 
Nos, 2 and 3 by $.23 per month above the $15 per 
month charge proposed in MichCon’s application 
of February 10, 1984. 


MichCon states that the 5% discount gas rate com- 
bined with the other EAP requirements identified in 
paragraph 5 will serve to reduce the vulnerability of 
low-income senior citizens to rising home heating costs 
at a minimal cost to other members of the residential 
class. 

Rule 54(3) of the recently approved Billing Practice 
Rules modifications provides: 

“The utility may assess the customer a charge, 

including reasonable costs incurred for restoration 

of service and relocating the customer's meter, if 

such charges are provided in the utility’s approved 

schedule of rates and tariffs’ 

MichCon states that its revised Tariff Rule 15 enables 
it to assess the charges authorized under Billing Practice 
Rule 54(3) when the Rule becomes effective. The 
revised Tariff Rule 15 proposes to increase service 
restoration charges to $350 if service had been cut 
and capped for theft. In all other cases where ser- 
vice had been discontinued because of gas theft, a 
$250 service restoration charge would be assessed. 
The proposed Rule 15 also reflects a meter reloca- 
tion charge of $250.00 as provided for under Billing 
Practice Rule 15 and provides for multiple recon- 
nect charges when service has been discontinued 
more than once within three years. 

MichCon states that the revised Senior Citizen Rate, 
Reconnect and Meter Relocation Charges, and associated 
Tariff revisions described above are consistent with the 
FAP and the approved Billing Practice Rules modifica- 
tions. Taken together with the EAP and Rules revisions, 
these proposals will curb abuses and complete the 
objectives of the EAP respecting low-income senior 
citizens. MichCon proposes that Tariff revisions should 
therefore be approved upon implementation of the EAP 
and the Billing Practice Rules amendments approved 
in Case No. U-4240, and made effective with the first 
billing cycle for December 1984.

2 (e) TREES, SHRUBS AND PLANTS. Any tree, shrub |

4. In the event any nuisance shall be abated by the 
City, the cost of such abatement shall be borne by the 
owner or occupant of the premises on which such nuisan- 
ce existed ond such cost may be recovered by action at 
law or by special assessment on the property on which 
the nuisance existed, 

_ 5. In addition to the foregoing remedies the con- 
tinuance of any such nuisance may be enjoined at the suit 
of the City on any court of competent jurisdiction, 
It is the desire of the City Council and the Administration 
to have a clean, neat and healthy city in which to live and 
work.
